system, who was 
struck 
by

Pacific Electric car at Irwindale avenuo 
at 8 o'clock yesterday morning, is in a 
very 
serious 
condition 
at 
the 
Good 
Samaritan hospital. 
He was operated 
upon yesterday afternoon 
and an at­ 
tempt was made to raise the pressure 
of the fractured skull. 
Up to a late 
hour last night ho had not recovered 
consciousness. 


Matney, who on the previous day had 
purchased a new Ford runabout, drove 
to Covina on an errand early in the 
morning, and when returning, home for 
breakfast was struck at the Irwindale 
crossing by the San Bernardino limited, 
westbound. 
Passengers 
on 
the 
car 
state that the injured man 
attempted 
to avoid the collision by turning his 
car sharply to the west, and that if he 
had had six inches more space that he 
probably 
would have escaped 
injury. 
The side of his Ford was struck by the 
car step, tearing 
off 
both 
rear 
and 
front 
wheels 
and upsetting his ma­ 
chine. 
Matney 
was 
thrown

twenty feet from the car, striking his 
head against 
a telephone pole.

tions of the machine were carried for 
one hundred feet down the track.

Alfred Fletcher, rector of Holy Trin­ 
ity church of this city, followed by a 
duet for flute and saxophone, "Here- 
u n d o " (Titi), by tho Misses Dorothy 
Bryan and Ruth Tally. 


In rising to introduco the speaker of 
tho evening, Prof. J. J. Morgan, super­ 
vising principal of tho Covina Union 
high school, spoke of the ever-increus- 
ing crowds that annually come to those 
commencement exercises, and took oc­ 
casion to remark that perhaps another 
year tho exercises would bo held on 
tho big lawn in front of the building 
instead of in tho auditorium. 
Although 
ono of tho largest auditoriums of any 
of tho high schools of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, it is getting constantly 
more 
difficult to seut all who wish to hour

He snid that the members 
of the clnss might reasonably suppose 
that they had as many as sixty years 
of life before them. Andrew Carnegie, 
ho said, recently said in a newspaper 
interview that 
he would gladly 
give 
two hundred millions of dollars if ho 
could bo assured 
-of ten moro years of 
life. Carnegie, nor any other man, said 
Dr. Baor, could bribe death. 
But it 
was possiblo for any person to mako 
tho time count to its full valuo, so 
that a life might bo wonderful in its 
power for good and for progress. 
Dr. 
Baor spoko of moral cowardice as tho 
arch-enemy of ovoryono; that not 
to 
bo prepared to utilize ovory 
moment 
in its best way was to dodgo tho ac­ 
tualities of life. One ma,y miss by the 
smallest margin tho succoss that would 
como if the man or woman is over alert 
to tho chances and possibilities of lifo. 
Ho told tho story of tho organist and 
caretaker of a great cathedral in Eu- 
ropo, who rofusod repoatodly to allow 
a stranger to piny on tho organ, and

lated by the personal advice, encouragement, assistance, and sometimes the 
goad of their instructors as in their former school life. In college life you can 
take advantage of the great opportunities that are offered you, or you can 
fritter and waste your time. 


To the young men and women who, through force of circumstances must 
enter at once into active business career, we would state, while by no means 
minimizing the advantages of a so-called higher education, that we believe the 
education you have already received in the high school has adequately prepared 
you for any vocation in the commercial or industrial world for which you may 
be physically and mentally adapted... Were it otherwise, it would brand un­

This means victory. 
Tho man who made 
this statement has in him the crystallzcd convictions of every banker in that 
groat city. 
There is no sentiment in him—ho spoke from a br.aln absorbed by 
businoss, judging futures, risks, profits. 
Not a dollar to a saloon man. I t isn't 
a good risk. I t is a very poor risk. 
This from tho side of life that decrees 
whether wars shall bo started, and when started whothcr thoy shall continue; 
this from the source that supplies tho munitions of war In tho world, whothcr 
it be a war of nation against nation, or nation against whiskey. 


Everything Is favorable to a victory for the dry propaganda. A splendid 
fight 
for dry California was waged during the last campaign; a fight that, 
aroused everyone to the issuo, and prepared for a victory in the future. 
Milita­ 
ting againBt its success was the fact that It was a gubernatorial and congress­ 
ional campaign also, with a confusing number of candidates and issues in the 
arena. 
One of the groatost allies of liquor is the timid candidate, practically 
all of them being timid all tho time. 
The man bent on election in these United 
States is so timid of offonding someone that if he kisses one baby in the block 
he is obsessed with tho fear that he should proceed up one side and down the 
other, kissing all the babies and missing not a single one. 
When the liquor 
traffic is mentioned to a candidate for office ho acts and speaks about as intel­ 
ligently as tho writers of tho white books and red books and bluo hooks of the 
great world-war—a mass of words concealing carefully any suspicion of cour 
ageous truth-telling. 


Therefore, in 1010, the anti-liquor people have the right-of-way, for the 
campaign is not for tho purpose of elocting a governor, or other state officers 
There will ho amendments to vote on, and the liquor abolishment amendment 
will be the great issue. I t will win for everything has been side-tracked for 
it—it has the right-of-way, with all white signals set. 


In the nation we have the great orator Bryan on the stump for prohibition, 
a tremendously powerful factor in tho 
fight. In California we heave A. J. 
Wallace, with a strong phalanx.of able men in every walk of lite. 
They will 
carry on the educational campaign. 


But. as we have said bofore, tho groatost enemy the liquor traffic has today 
in tho state—the enemy that will put all saloons under its foot, is the California 
financier, 
who has concluded that it is not safe to lend money to a nunseller. 


In California and in the nation there is a vast multitude of men who are 
in the following frame of mind—"Well, lot it come, (prohibition) I don't care 
how soon it comes—I like a glass of beer once in awhile, but I'll not weep any 
tears if the whole thing (liquor) is wiped out." 


There is an Increasingly large number of these men who utter these senti­ 
ments, and these men will swing into line with the big financiers and with tho 
prohibition leaders. 
The half-hearted,* easy-going, "none-of-my-business" men 
are deserting the standards of the liquor people. 
And the 
straightforward 
men are becoming more straightforward. 
California is going to he dry, and 
In ten years we will all he wondering why we hesitated and vacillated and 
aWlly.sltaiUed so long before d«U»g n.

cause of the complete system of boule­ 
vard shade trees—that there willi, be 
miles and miles of flower-beds belong­ 
ing to the public, stretching like flam- 


Bcverley, the Jacaranda, a beautiful 
tree with a lavender flower is set out, 
and on the 
Washington 
road, west 
from the city to Venice, one of the 
busiest boulevards .of the system, tne 
Italian stone pine is planted for sev­ 
en and one-half miles. For a distance 
of Ave miles on the Caheunga Pass 
road are planted the Oriental piano, 
the Catalina cherry and the mountain 
laurel. 
The Ventura road is planted 
to live-oaks and Oriental planes, and 
the Lankershim boulevard to peppers.

ty to the other over the boulevard [wood road through Inglcwood to Re- 
system; and that the county will be 
the owner of the 
greatest irrigating 
system in the world. 


This is esentially what is coming. 
Just what the all-embracing plan will 
be is not, and will not be decided 
upon for some time, no doubt, but the 
great progressive spirit of this county 
has already 
recognized 
t"nat flowers 
and more 
flowers 
and 
ornamental 
shrubs and trees and green verdure 
and wonderful boulevards are the as­ 
sets that will bring us most, next to' 
the enormous resources of our South­ 
ern California soils. 
Many thousands 
of dollars, yes, hundreds of thousands 
of dollars are being spent yearly in< 
this county by private concerns and 
boards of trade for the making and 
sending of exquisitely-picturied pros­ 
pectuses, and no one knows more than 
myself that this land of Southern Cal­ 
ifornia is rich in opportunity to picture 
alluringly. 
But no centralized scheme 
* of things has yet been devised, such" as 
a county seriously spending money to 
beautify. 
The beginning of it has al­ 
ready come, in the work of the county 
forestry commission and in the work 
already accomplished 
by 
the 
1915 
committees for beautiflcation in Los J 
Angeles city and county. I have been) 
a member of each of these committees, 
and it is this preliminary work which 
leads mo} to say 
1 that Los Angeles 
county will some day strive for the 
title of the most beautiful county in 
the world—in scenic 
beauty 
which 
God gave us, and in the assistance of 
nature by man. 


At present the board of supervisors 
sets aside, the sum of $25,000 each year 
for the use of the forestry commission, 
a' body which has been 
: in existence 
•since May, 1911, and the work of that 
-commission-is divided into two parts— 
the maintenance and care of the trees 
and plants already, growing on our 
country Toads, and the planting and 
planning for additional work. 
County 
Forester Stuart J. Flintham has two 
iield assistants and a force of men) 
' constantly in the field, and a well-or-, 
ganized office in the hall of records. 
An equal amount 
of 
tree-planting, 
rpse-planting, and the setting out of 
ornamental shrubbery has been done 
. in each supervisoral district, a sur­ 
prisingly good showing in fact, when 
it is taken into consideration the ap­ 
propriation and the newness compara­ 
tively of tho sentiment in favor of 
beautified roads. 


On the foothill 
boulevard 
lending 
from Pasadena to tho east county line 
the entire 
distanco of 
19 
miles is 
planted to the California live-oak and 
the halipensis pine, tho pines being 
planted as nn intermediate with the 
idea that they can be removed when 
the live-oaks 
have 
made a 
sturdy 
growth. 
The life of this pine is but 
from 
fifteen 
to twenty years, as it 
dies early when taken from its na­ 
tive 
homo in high 
altitudes. 
Both 
•sides of the road are planted. 
What 
will bo the effect at the end of twenty 
years! 


On the Wilshiro boulevard there is 
a most 
successful 
planting 
scheme, 
where the advantago has been taken 
of this 100-foot highway and wide 
parkings. Tho cedrus deodara, a beau­ 
tiful and symmetrical evergreen ex­ 
tends from Los Angeles city to Santa 
Monica and Sawtelle, alternated with 
the Washington fllifera palm, a dis­ 
tance of seven and one-half miles. On 
the road from Los Angeles to Long 
Beach for a distance of 10 miles there 
are two species of the magnolia, one 
the grandiflora type, and these are al­ 
ternated with the semporvirens (red­ 
wood.) 
On the San Fernando road 
from Tropico to Newhall for fourteen 
miles are planted to palms, blue gums, 
desert gums and gray gums, and the 
Ban Fernando to Saugus road for the 
distance of ten miles is planted to 
peppers, live-oaks and 
the 
oriental 
plane. 
The plane tree is the syca­

From San Fernando to Chats 
worth for eleven miles are planted the 
pinus canadensis, (canary pine) live 
oaks and the Queensland nut, the lat­ 
ter being a new tree to this state. On 
the boulevard leading between Puente 
and Covina, 
north 
and 
south, are 
planted two kinds of the brilliantly- 
flowering acacia, 
the 
Baileyana and 
the Ducurrens Dealbata, the trees sue 
ceeding each other in season of flow 
ering. 


Work now just begun is to be found 
on the La Brea road, where tho scar 
let flowering gum is being planted 
and on a part of the Sawtelle road 
where the pittisporum is being planted 
the La Canada road from Glendale to 
Pasadena,' the Vernon-Downey 
road 
the Monterey Pass and the San Ga 
briel road to the OldSMission 


All these young trees arc watered 
regularly by a complete system of au 
tomobile 
water-tanks. 
Besides 
the 
work of planting and caring for the 
trees, the commission has taken over 
the work of caring foT the roadside 
rose-trellises and; roses, 
which 
were 
installed by the Los Angeles county 
1915 
Beautifying 
Committee. 
The| 
3,600 rose trellises, with four rose- '•• 
plants at each trellis, is the big work 
done for permanent beautiflcation by 
the 1915 committee.. Already these 
roses are blooming and making a splen­ 
did growth, but it was the purpose of 
the committee to prepare for a beauti­ 
flcation in 191(5 and 
1917 
and the 
years to follow, rather than merely 
for tho single year of the Exposition. 
These trellises are thickly and contin­ 
uously distributed over 300 miles of 
boulevards, and cost $14,058, while the 
rose-plants and planting cost $14,752. 
There are three climbing roses to each 
trellis and a Ragged Robin rose at 
each end. 
While there is some criti­ 
cism of this system of trollisos, be­ 
cause of the fact that many did not 
understand that theso were not X'lanted 
to be ready in 1915, the criticism will 
have 
been 
dissipated 
when 
these 
roses, in another 
year, 
shall 
have 
formed a continuous stream of color 
along tho boulevards from end to end 
in the county. 


At Exposition Park, the commission 
is supervising . the work of planting 
and maintaining 
a 
vaHt garden 
of 
wild flowers, containing 
every 
wild 
bloom known to local naturalists. This 
work is under the direction of Theo 
dore Payne, author of tho book, "Cal­ 
ifornia wildflowors," which is being 
used as a text book in tho schools.

"There is ono phaso of voice training 
which I think has boon little touched 
upon," sho said tho other day. 
" I 
fully believe that there uro as excel­ 
lent teachers of voice horo in America 
us abroad, and I believo, too, that much 
of the failure touchers have with ub- 
Bolutely good voices submitted to thorn 
abroad is that they do not understand 
tho phonetics of the English language. 


"That the American voice when first 
trained must be treated as tho Ameri­ 
can voice, and placed by teachers who 
understand it. I had studied the Ital­ 
ian method in Boston and under var­ 
ious teachers before going abroad, so 
that my voice was scrum, but I saw 
so much of the 
struggle of 
Italian 
teachers to master the phonetics of the 
American voice that 1 iliii not marvel 
after that, that so many failures re­ 
sulted. 
A throat given to the voicing 
of sounds peculiar to the language al­ 
ways spoken cannot be directed in its 
sending 
forth 
sounds in 
other lan­ 
guages as natives of that country eould 
be directed.

A 
few sold as high as $4.20, but most 
sales were made at $2.75@3.75.

week. * Low prices still prevail, net­ 
ting little to the grower. Quality and 
condition of the fruit continue about 
tho same as during all this season 
and the market is in poor shape gen­ 
erally.

FRUIT CROPS AT SEBASTAPOL. 


Berries Were 
Injured By 
Excessive 
Rains in May—Apple Outlook. 


SEBASTOPOL, Cal., June 11.—Ac­ 
cording to records which cover many 
years past, the month of May of this 
year was perhaps the wettest for the 
past 40 years in Sonoma county. 
In 
1878 there was much rainfall during 
the month of May, but the precipita­ 
tion was less than this year. 


Considerable damage was done to 
the early berry and cherry crops, but 
it is believed that much of the dam­ 
age to the early strawberries will be 
offset by the abundant yield of the 
second crop. 
The Mammoth, Lawton 
and Logan berries were somewhat de­ 
layed by the weather conditions, but 
tho crop promises to be the best ever. 
The yield of Gravenstein apples prom­ 
ises to be fair. 
Spitzenbergs will be a 
heavy crop and by some estimated to 
be larger than ever before. Newtowns 
show a light crop. Baldwins*medium? 
Greenings are fair; Rome Beauties a 
full crop. Hoovers are also up to nor­ 
mal. 
The few prune orchards here 
give promise of a heavy crop. 
Wine 
grape crop will bo light.
